It seems that Bitsche has been a

being about 8x10 inches. 
He then 
thrust his spear entirely through me 
seven limes, then tomahawked me 
twice on the heatl, each stroke clip­ 
ping off a small piece of my skull, 
then struck me on the left breast 
with his tomahawk and cut off one 
of my ribs. 
He then turned me 
over on my face and shot two ar­ 
rows into my back, they passing

RICHARD WHITTINGTON. 
How Far Historical Facts Coin<;i<!c With 
the Lcgciitl. 
As tho oxislcuco of this remark able 
man is by mar.y supposed to bo wholly 
my thical, it has been thought not out 
of place hero to state brioily tho few 
authentic facts of his lifo. 
Whittiner- 
ton was descended from a good Glou­ 
cestershire family and was born prob­ 
ably about 1;U)0. the y o..n2rer son of 
William Whittington, who pos­ 
sessed the estate of Pauntloy in that 
county . 
llis father died not long 
after Whittimrton was born and i ich- 
ard, who had no fortune, sot out for 
London, to endeavor to mak o one by 
moans of irjidc. 
That he loft London 
on account of ill-usa<jo. but was in­ 
duced to rolurn by his interpretation 
of tho friendly sound of Bow Bolls, 
and that ho aftor\vrard made a living 
through the instrumentality of a cat, 
are stories not improbable, but which 
cannot bo well authonticatod. 
He 
appears however, to have appron- 
licod himself to a mercer, and to 
have rapidly risen in the world. 
It 
is not k nown at what date ho sot up 
for himself, but wo find him a iiioin- 
ber of the mercer’s company in I P.ci: 
in which y ear ho was elected an 
alderman of the city , and in the lol- 
lowing y ear 
was appointed shcrilT. 
In BlUH Whittiiiirton was elected lord 
may or of London 
was again chosen 
to fill that oilico ill 1 10 >: was elected 
member of parliament for the city in 
1 I Hi; and in 1 I. T for the third time, 
filled tho 
0‘iico of may or. 
Those 
statements accord wiih tho popular 
story of Whittington’s haviuL^ been 
••thrice lord may or of London.” al­ 
though some anthiuarics doubt if ho 
filled that ollico oftoncr than 
twice. 
Whittington, on account of various 
services rendered to Henry V., 
re­ 
ceived from that sovereign tho hunor 
of k nighthood. 
We are not informo'.l 
of 
tho date of Whittington’s m ar­ 
riage, 
but from 
various aullioutic 
sources wo learn ihat his wife’s name 
was Alice^ daughter of Sir Hugh 1 it/.- 
warren. 
She appears to have died 
several y ears before her luisbaiul and 
to liavo left no issue. 
Whittington 
died in tho spring of 1 lL^‘^ aged about 
sixty -three y ears. 
T lie re can bo no 
doubt that Whittington was diligent 
and oxcoedingly prosperous in busi­ 
ness. upright and liberal in character 
— • u virtuous and godly man. full of 
good 'work s (and those famous 
and in many respects considerably in 
advance of his time. 
His liberality 
appears to ha ^ been unbounded. 
At 
his death ho left the bulk of his prop­ 
erty 
(o bo laid out in iiurposcs ot 
charity , 
and in completing 
those 
work s which liatl 
been commenced 
under his own suporintendciieo.

Dried and powdered fruit, too. such 
as mulberries, and nuts of every k ind 
have been used at various limes down 
to tho present day . 
In fact, an Amer­ 
ican company has been lately sta.rted 
to supply bananas arui plaintains pro- 
pared for food, either dried, in pulp 
or as meal or four; and for some tiine 
banana tlour for pudding and cak es 
has been. I 
believe, to be had in 
London. 
These materials can. one 
and all. (with tho exeeiition of tlio 
Indian famine bread described above) 
bo intelligently called palatable, and, 
at worst, eatable; but tho 
practice 
mentioned as prevailing in Tartary 
and tho cxtrcmo north of Luro})c, of 
using dried, ground and }iounded fish 
instead of iloiir. does 
not commend 
itself to one’s English idoa- 
Still, even tho worst of these is not 
to bo compared with an awful 
com­ 
pound lately brought b;ick from one 
of tho Russian famine districts. 
This 
horrible bread (?) is produced from 
birch and other troe 
bark , 
a 
weed 
said to bo of tho most un\vnolesomo 
k ind, and sand, to givo the gruesome 
cak e tho no(‘cssary substanco to en­ 
able it to cheat tlio wretched consumor 
into feeling even a momentary sup­ 
port. 
This, at best a stodgy ,

paste of dingy brown, becomes, when 
k ept, a black , stony mass of apparent­ 
ly petrified turf, the very idea of which 
as food is nauseating.

W as h i ng t o n , Dec. 19 .—Secretary of 
the T reasury 
Foster yesterday ex­ 
pressed himself freely to a reporter. 
He said he looked upon the situation 
not merely as a spectator. 
“ I am 
secretary of the treasury” said he, “ and 
will be, until relieved on March 4 next. 
My d uty will be perform ed in the in­ 
terest of the public welfare as vigor­ 
ously as if my term were not soon to 
end. 
Every resource a t my com m and 
will be availed of to preserve the pa r­ 
ity of gold and silver.” 
“ How abo ut the reserve in the tr e a s ­ 
ury?” 
“No one can obtain gold from the 
treasury w itho ut paying money for it, 
and w ith the money thus received I 
can recoup the gold. T he re is also the 
right vested in the secretary of the 
treasury to sell bonds if necessary to 
m aintain the gold reserve. 
The treas­ 
ury situation as to the cash balance is 
such as to perm it the free use of cash 
received for gold to again 
obtain 
gold.” 
“ Will the gold reserve be main­ 
tained?” 
“It will be.” 
This was stated w ith 
the utm ost emphasis. 
“ I lirmly be­ 
lieve tha t w ith tho resources a t the 
command of the d e pa rtm e n t I shall 
not be seriously em barrassed in m ain­ 
taining i t 
I recomm ended to con­ 
gress in my annual report t ha t the re­ 
serve be increased from Sl00,000,000 to 
8 12.“>,000,000.” 
As the secretary's report was pre­ 
pared before the prvsent abnorm al 
drain of gold to Europe started, Secre­ 
tary Foster rea.sonably claimed credit 
for fully 
anticipating 
the present 
pressure and ta k in g all precautions to 
meet it.
